THIRTY-NINTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF  THE 

Sunday-Schools  of  the  Church  of  the  Epiphany. 


There  has  been  nothing  of  special  moment  to 
report  in  the  ongoing  of  our  schools  during  the 
past  year.  The  exercises  of  the  different  depart¬ 
ments  have  been  kept  up  with  interest.  Our 
subject  of  study  has  been  the  International 
Lessons.  The  Rector  conducts  the  exercises  of 
the  schools,  during  the  second,  or  afternoon 
session,  examining  the  scholars  on  the  lesson 
which  has  been  the  subject  of  the  morning 
study,  and  varying  the  exercises  with  singing. 

At  the  close  of  the  morning  session,  the 
scholars  repeat,  in  concert  the  Collect  for  the 
day,  and  are  catechised  on  the  same  by  the 
Rector.  This,  besides  enriching  the  minds  of 
the  scholars  with  the  store  of  sound  doctrines 
embodied  in  the  Collects,  and  the  golden  phrase¬ 
ology  of  prayer,  in  which  those  doctrines  are 
expressed,  enables  us  to  keep  in  harmony  with 
the  different  reasons  of  the  ecclesiastical  year, 
even  when  the  subject  of  the  lesson  for  the  day 
is  of  a  different  character  from  that  brought  up 
by  the  services  of  any  particular  Sunday.  We 
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have  extended,  during  the  past  year,  the  system 
of  giving  prizes  spoken  of  last  year,  to  those  of 
our  scholars  who  have  been  punctual  in  their 
attendance,  and  have  rejjeated  the  Collect  per¬ 
fectly  through  the  seasons,  with  not  more  than 
two  omissions  for  any  one  scholar. 

One  hundred  and  ten  prizes  will  be  awarded 
under  this  rule. 

The  average  attendence  on  our  exercises  has 
been  about  the  same  as  for  the  previous  year. 

Out  of  the  class  of  forty-one  persons,  presented 
to  the  Bishop  for  confirmation  this  spring,  twenty- 
six  were  from  our  Schools  and  Bible  Classes. 

It  is  certainly  a  cause  for  devout  thanksgiving, 
that  so  many  of  the  young,  under  these  blessed 
influences,  have  been  led  to  give  themselves  to 
the  service  of  our  gracious  Saviour.  May  God 
give  them  all  grace  to  be  faithful  to  the  cause  they 
have  espoused,  and  to  live  as  Christ’s  ^‘faithful 
soldiers  and  servants  unto  their  lives’  end !”

This  gives  us  a  total  of  75  teachers,  scholars 
866,  and  946  as  the  full  number  of  all  connected 
with  our  schools. 

The  changes  which  have  taken  place  during 
the  year,  in  the  different  departments  of  this 
branch  of  our  work,  are  as  follows : 

The  Male  Infant  School  has  been  given  up, 
in  consequence  of  the  withdrawal  of  the  smaller 
boys  connected  with  the  Lincoln  Institute,  to 
be  transferred  to  the  Educational  House  in  West 
Philadelphia.  Some  seventy  of  those  were  re¬ 
moved  at  once ;  most  of  whom  were  in  the  Male 
Infant  School.  And  as  the  female  branch  of 
this  school  is  so  successful  and  flourishing, 

•  under  the  efficient  care  of  Miss  Benson,  it  was 
was  not  thought  expedient  to  continue  a  sepa¬ 
rate  male  branch. 

I 

Dr.  Morris  was  obliged  to  resign  the  charge 
of  the  Young  Men’s  Bible  Class,  in  consequence 
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of  his  frequent  absence  form  home,  occasioned 
by  the  serious  and  long-continued  illness  of  a 
near  relation.  Mr.  Wells,  who  had  just  resigned 
the  Male  Infant  School,  kindly  consented  to  take 
charge  of  this  class,  and  under  his  care  the  class 
has  had  a  largely  increased  attendance,  with  a 
growing  interest  manifested  in  its  exercises. 

The  Men’s  Bible  Class  was  without  a  teacher 
in  the  fall.  Mrs.  L.  H.  Shober,  Superintendent 
of  the  Female  Sunday  School,  (as  her  presence 
was  really  not  needed  in  the  school,  at  the  after¬ 
noon  session,  in  consequence  of  the  Kecter  being 
present  to  conduct  the  exercises,)  consented  to 
take  charge  of  this  class,  to  the  very  great  satis¬ 
faction  and  delight  of  the  members  of  the  class. 
A  severe  spell  of  illness  on  the  part  of  the 
teacher  is  the  only  thing  that  has  interfered  with 
the  successful  working  of  this  plan.  The  Second 
Female  Bible  Class  has  also  changed  teachers. 
It  was  left  without  a  teacher  by  the  removal  from 
the  city  of  Mrs.  Ashhurst,  who  has  taught  it  so 
efficiently  for  years  past.  But  the  vacancy  thus 
left  has  been  well  tilled  by  the  very  acceptable 
services  of  Mrs.  S.  C.  Mitchell,  who  now  has  it 
in  charge. 

The  following  extracts  from  the  reports  of 
those  in  charge  of  the  different  departments  of 
this  branch  of  our  work,  will  tend  to  show  more 
fully  how  these  agencies  are  operating. 
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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Female  School, 

Very  little  change  has  occurred  in  the  school 
since  the  last  report.  Three  teachers  have 
resigned  their  classes,  and  their  places  have 
been  efficiently  supplied.  The  school  has  gone 
on  with  regularity  and  order. 

Fifty-three  of  the  scholars  of  this  school  have 
received  prizes  for  committing  to  memory  the 
Collect  for  the  day,  and  for  punctual  and 
regular  attendance. 

In  the  class  presented  by  the  Rector  for  con¬ 
firmation  this  spring  fourteen  were  from  this 
school.

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One  dear  little  girl,  who  was  dangerously  ill, 
and  for  whom  prayer  was  offered  at  the  anni¬ 
versary,  has  now  entirely  recovered,  and  is  able 
to  attend  the  school  again,  to  which  she  is  much 
attached.

Report  of  the  Second  Female  Bible  Class, 

The  Second  Female  Bible  Class  numbers  forty 
members.  The  attendance  has  been  encourag¬ 
ing, — varing  from  twenty-three  to  thirty.  Sick¬ 
ness,  distance  from  church,  and  multiplied 
engagements  at  home,  often  interfering  and 
preventing  the  presence  of  members. 

All  appear  interested  when  present,  and  many 
have  expressed  their  gratification  in  the  study 
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of  the  course  of  lessons  in  the  Old  Testament, 
in  which  we  are  now  engaged.  The  Library  is 
also  a  source  of  pleasure  and  improvement  to 
most  of  the  class.  Thirteen  new  volumes  have 
been  added  in  the  past  winter. 

In  the  Providence  of  God,  removal  from  the 
city  has  deprived  the  class  of  its  former  teacher, 
Mrs.  L.  R.  Ashliurst,  valued  through  years  of 
faithful  service,  and  most  kindly  remembered 
by  them  all. 

Those  who  are  not  members  of  the  Church, 
in  the  class,  are  very  few,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
the  Holy  Spirit  of  God  is  guiding  and  enlighten¬ 
ing  those  who  are  his  children,  and  that  others 
are  impressed  by  the  truths  of  his  holy  word, 
and  may  accept  the  salvation  offered  to  them 
through  Christ  our  Lord.

Since  my  report  last  Easter,  fifty  new  scholars 
have  entered  our  Sunday  School,  whilst  sixty- 
three  have  left,  one  died,  and  ten  have  been 
transferred  to  the  Young  Men’s  Bible  Class. 

We  have  had  five  new  teachers  who  took 
classes  only  for  a  few  months.  George  C.  Moore 
has  been  ordained  to  the  diaconate,  and  two  of 
our  teachers  of  some  years  standing — W.  H.  H. 
Roberts  and  F.  A.  Reinstein,  have  resigned  on 
account  of  removal. 

The  opening  of  the  Educational  Home  for 
boys,  took  away  fifteen  of  the  younger  Lincoln 
boys,  who  will,  eventually,  return.  At  present 
we  have  fifty-four  Lincoln  boys  in  our  school.

REPORT 


OF  THE 

YOUNG  MEN’S  BIBLE  CLASS. 


This  class  was  reorganized  in  November,  1873, 
and  its  meetings  on  Sunday  mornings,  in  the 
vestry  room,  have  been  continued  without  inter¬ 
ruption,  and  with  apparently  growing  interest. 
Commencing  with  nine  members,  the  class  now 
numbers  thirty* five  young  men,  the  larger  part 
of  whom  are  extremely  punctual  and  regular  in 
their  attendance,  and  all  of  whom  are  intelli¬ 
gently  attentive  to  the  study  of  the  Gospel  of 
St.  John,  which  was  selected  as  the  foundation 
of  the  lessons  for  the  season.  Many  of  the 
young  men  in  the  class  are  those  who,  in  their 
early  childhood,  were  under  the  same  teacher’s 
care  in  the  Infant  School  of  the  church  long 
years  ago,  and  the  new  connection  that  has  thus 
been  formed  leads  him  to  hope  that  the  Bread 
of  Life  then  cast  upon  the  waters  may  be  found, 
after  these  many  days.  To  one  whose  whole  Sun¬ 
day-School  work,  for  more  than  thirty  ycai*s,  has 
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been  confined  to  the  rudimentary  duties  of  the 
Infant  School,  a  Bible  Class  of  such  young  men 
as  have  been  gathered  together  during  the 
present  season,  cannot  but  be  accompanied  by 
a  sense  of  deep  and  constant  anxiety  and  respon¬ 
sibility.  But  while  the  teacher  would  gladly 
have  had  the  work  undertaken  by  some  one 
experienced  in  this  department  of  Sunday-School 
work,  he  is  encouraged  to  believe  that  large  and 
lasting  benefits  may  flow  from  this  efibrt,  both 
to  the  teacher  and  to  class  which  has  already 
given  him  so  much  cause  for  gratitude  and 
hope,

Greater  interest  is  shown  by  the  scholars  than 
formerly,  and  fewer  books  are  missing.  •  Most  of 
the  losses  occur  in  M  ay  and  October,  when  many 
classes  are  not  taught  by  their  regular  teachers. 
This  might  be  avoided,  to  some  extent,  as  the 
system  of  selecting  and  charging  books  affords  an 
opportunity  to  the  person,  temporarily  in  charge 
of  the  class,  of  preventing  a  scholar  from  having 
more  than  one  book  at  a  time.  • 

It  is  proposed  to  arrange  a  new  Catalogue 
during  the  coming  summer;  the  present  book 
having  been  in  use  about  eleven  years. 

While  Messrs.  McMurtrie,  Olmsted  and  Camp¬ 
bell  have  given  great  assistance,  we  have  felt 
very  sensibly  the  absence  of  Mr.  Locke,  who  has 
been  connected  for  many  years  with  this  depart¬ 
ment  of  our  Sunday  School  work.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Mission  School, 

The  statistics  of  this  school  are  given  above, 
except  the  following  items  :

Last  summer  at  the  request  of  some  of  the 
teachers,  the  experiment  was  tried  of  closing  the 
school  during  the  excessively  warm  weather. 
We  closed  the  second  Sunday  in  July,  and  re¬ 
opened  the  first  Sunday  in  September.  The 
fear  expressed  by  some  that  we  would  lose  some 
of  our  scholars,  was  not  justified,  as  they  all 
returned  in  the  fall,  and  we  rec^ved  new  acces¬ 
sions  to  our  ranks. 

We  have  cause  to  be  thankful  that  the  seed 
sown,  under  the  blessing  of  God,  has  brought 
forth  much  fruit  to  His  honor  and  glory,  and 
we  trust  that  in  this  humble  vineyard  of  the 
Lord  many  branches  may  yet  become  faithful. 
We  may  hope  to  see  at  no  distant  day,  as  the 
result  of  our  mission  effort,  a  self-sustaining 
I^arish

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Rev,  Charles  E.  Betiicher's  Report  of  the 
Mission  Chapel, 

The  services  at  the  Mission  Chapel  continue 
to  be  well  attended,  in  spite  of  many  adverse 
causes,  and  considerable  opposition.  The  in¬ 
creased  reverence  and  devotion  of  the  congrega¬ 
tion  is  plainly  apparent  to  those  who  visit  us 
from  time  to  time.  To  me,  the  most  encouraging 
feature  connected  with  the  work,  is  the  great 
interest  taken  in  the  services  by  the  children. 

Since  my  ordination  as  a  presbyter,  I  have 
administered  the  ^‘Lord’s  Supper”  regularly, 
on  the  first  Sunday  evening  of  each  month. 
Thus  the  Mission  Chai^el  begins  to  seem  quite 
like  a  ‘^Church  Home”  to  those  who  attend  it. 

Tn  regard  to  the  temperance  work,  the  results 
have  been  much  better  than  I  expected.  It  is 
true,  some  who  took  the  pledge,  have  fallen 
back ;  but  many  have  remained  firm.  Not  long 
since,  a  number  of  the  members  of  our  lodge 
organized  a  similar  lodge  at  Trinity  Chapel. 
And  another  lodge  was  organized  about  the 
same  time,  on  Callowhill  street. 

The  children, — many  of  whom  know  too  well 
the  dreadful  effects  of  rum, — are  much  interested 
in  the  temperance  work.  They  are  determined 
to  be  posted,”  and  have  formed  a  club  of  fifty 
subscribers  for  the  Youths^  Temperance  Banner, 
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Through  the  liberality  of  a  gentleman  connected 
with  the  Epiphany,  I  have  been  enabled  to 
circulate  considerable  temperance  literature. 

I  hope  the  congregation  will  at  least  remember 
the  Mission  Chapel  in  their  prayers.

SEWING  SCHOOL. 


It  gives  us  great  pleasure  to  report,  that  during 
the  season  just  passed,  there  has  been  a  very 
decided  improvement  in  our  Sewing  School. 
The  teachers — fifteen  in  number — have  been 
uncommonly  regular  in  discharging  the  duties 
undertaken,  and  there  has  been  an  average 
attendance  of  ninety-five  children.  All  have 
seemed  interested,  and  the  scholars  displayed 
much  eagerness  to  learn. 

We  have  had  our  usual  festivals,  and  both 
were  heartily  enjoyed.  At  the  first,  the  children 
appreciated  the  pleasures  of  the  afternoon 
exceedingly,  especially  the  Christmas-tree,  and 
the  nice  feast  that  had  been  provided.  At  the 
closing  festival,  Dr.  Newton  and  Mr.  Wells, 
made  short  addresses,  and  then  quite  a  number 
of  prizes  were  distributed.  Among  those  scholars 
most  deserving,  was  a  little  child  just  five  years 
of  age, — the  youngest  member  of  the  school, — 
who  received  with  evident  delight,  a  pretty  doll. 
Several  poor  Italian  girls  have  been  coming 
very  regularly  all  winter,  and  one  of  them  was 
also  rewarded  for  improvement  in  sewing,  and 
satisfactory  deportment.

REPORT 


OF  THE 

MOTHERS’  MEETING. 


Our  Mothers’  Meeting  has  suffered  painful 
loss  in  the  season  now  just  closing,  from  the 
continued  absence  of  its  principal  leader  and 
supporter,  on  account  of  indisposition  in  her 
family,  and  subsequently  her  own  serious  illness. 
Notwithstanding  this  unexpected  disappointment 
and  difficulty,  so  much  felt  and  lamented  by  all, 
in  the  conduct  of  the  meetings,  they  have  been 
continued  without  interruption,  except  when 
twice  the  members  were  invited,  and  the  invita¬ 
tion  accepted  for  them  to  attend  at  the  rooms  of 
the  Working-Men’s  Club,  on  an  entertaining 
exhibition,  and  on  interesting  readings ;  and  also 
on  Thursday,  in  Passion  Week,  when,  as  usual, 
services  were  held  in  the  Church. 

The  number  of  members  is  not  so  large  as  it 
should  be,  considering  the  advantages  afforded 
to  those  who  attend, — fifty-four  working  mem¬ 
bers  only, — with  a  half  dozen  girls  and  three 
boys  in  regular  attendance. 

The  meeting  opiens  at  seven  P.  M.  on  every 
Thursday  evening.  After  about  an  hour  allowed 
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for  distribution  of  sewing  work,  and  social  con¬ 
versation,  reading,  of  an  instructive  and  attractive 
character  is  begun  and  continued  until  the  visit 
of  the  Eector  to  the  meeting  at  nine  o’clock. 
This  weekly  visit,  the  hymn  sung,  the  simple 
and  appropriate  address,  and  the  prayer  closing 
the  exercises  for  the  evening, — all  are  highly 
valued  by  the  members  of  the  meeting.  These 
constitute  a  privilege  of  great  value,  and  should 
alone  lead  to  the  earnest  endeavor  on  the  part 
of  all  to  gather  into  our  working  circle  many 
from  without,  to  whom  all  the  benefits  arising 
from  meeting  together  on  these  occasions  might 
prove  an  inestimable  advantage.

They  were  just  what 
my  needs  required,  and  for  what  I  have  been 
praying:  So  God  answers  our  prayers, — in  a 
manner  unexpected  to  us.  Indeed,  nothing  is 
more  encouraging  to  a  student,  struggling  with 
poverty  and  obstacles  of  various  kinds,  than  the 
knowledge  that  friends  are  solicitous  of  his 
welfare,  and  willing  to  aid  him.

The  want  of  a  good  library 
is  greatly  felt,  and  any  contributions  of  this 
kind  will  be  very  acceptable.  A  Series  of 
Special  Entertainments  has  been  given  during 
the  year,  consisting  of  lectures,  readings,  Ac., 
which  have  been  very  well  attended,  and  have 
added  greatly  to  the  interest  of  the*  members. 
The  Executive  Committee  are  much  encouraged 
with  the  results  of  their  first  year’s  labor,  and 
hope  for  a  continued  interest  in  the  hearts  of  all 
the  congregation  in  this  important  branch  of 
Church  work.

REPORT 


OF  THE 

PARISH  VISITOR. 


In  presenting  my  report  for  the  last  year,  I 
desire  to  acknowledge  the  goodness  of  God  in 
giving  me  health  and  strength  to  continue  my 
important  duties  of  visiting  and  others  matters 
connected  with  our  Parish,  such  as  Bible  reading, 
conversation,  prayer,  &c. 

Our  Tuesday  evening  meeting  for  prayer 
among  our  people  is  continued  with  much 
interest,  and  1  hope  profit;  the  attendance 
generally  is  very  good. 

There  has  been  sickness  and  suffering  among 
the  persons  whom  I  visit,  though  not  as  much 
as  might  be  expected  from  the  fact  that  so 
many  have  had  little  or  no  work  the  past  winter. 
Several  deaths  have  occurred ;  among  them  Mrs. 
Jane  Cunningham,  an  excellent  and  experienced 
Christian,  aged  sixty-six ;  died  October  5th,  1873. 
Mrs.  Rebecca  Hendricks,  for  many  years  an  old 
member  of  the  Epiphany,  departed  this  life 
January  3,  1874 ;  about  eighty  years  of  age ;  also 
Mrs.  Preston,  another  aged  woman,  after  a  long 
illness  and  much  suffering,  died  February  10th, 
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1874.  I  may  also  mention  Mrs.  Catharine 
Clayton,  who  died  July  11, 1873.  All  these  had 
the  benefit  of  our  Pastor’s  visits  in  their  sick¬ 
ness  as  well  as  my  own,  and  I  hope  and  believe 
fell  asleep  in  Jesus,  and  are  now  among  the 
redeemed  in  Heaven.  To  these  I  must  add  the 
sudden  death  of  a  member  of  our  Men’s  Bible 
Class  and  Working-Men’s  Club, — George  W. 
Hotmean,  who  was  killed  on  the  railroad,  Sep¬ 
tember  27th,  1873,  coming  home  to  his  family 
from  Delaware,  where  he  had  been  at  work. 
By  this  sad  occurrence  a  widow  and  five  children, 
all  girls,  are  deprived  of  their  earthly  protector, 
without  means  for  their  support. 

I  have  made  the  past  year  over  nine  hundred 
visits,  besides  looking  up  our  absent  Sunday 
School  scholars.

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GENERAL  REMARKS. 

While  our  Annual  Report  was  in  the  printers^ 
hands,  two  years  ago,  we  had  to  pause  for  the 
purpose  of  announcing  the  sudden  death  of  our 
dear  friend,  Mr.  Charles  E.  Lex.  And  now, 
while  preparing  the  materials  for  this  Report, 
we  are  startled  by  the  sad  tidings,  that  our 
loved  and  revered  friend  Mr.  Lewis  R.  Ashhurst 
has  passed  away  from  earth.  Mr.  Ashhurst  was 
one  of  the  original  founders  of  this  Church, 
forty-one  years  ago.  During  all  these  years  he 
took  the  liveliest  interest  in  everything  that  con¬ 
cerned  its  welfare.  For  twenty-five  years,  with 
untiring  devotion,  he  filled  the  office  of  Super¬ 
intendent  of  the  Male  Sunday  School.  For 
twenty-seven  years  he  served  the  Church  as 
Vestryman  and  Warden.  And  until  failing 
health  required  him  to  seek  repose,  he  was 
always  ready  for  every  good  word  and  work. 
The  extent  to  which  his  untiring  efforts,  and 
the  infiuence  of  his  example  have  been  blessed 
to  the  good  of  souls,  and  to  the  glory  of  God 
in  connection  with  this  Parish,  will  never  be 
known  till  that  day  when  the  secrets  of  all 
hearts  shall  be  disclosed.’’  It  is  emphatically 
true  of  him,  that  he  being  dead  yet  speaketh.” 
May  God  give  us  all  grace  to  follow  him  as  he 
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followed  Christ !”  And  may  many  be  raised  up 
to  serve  God  amongst  us,  with  the  same  clear 
appreciation  of  the  distinguishing  doctrines  of 
the  gospel,  and  the  same  faithfulness  and  devo¬ 
tion  in  the  practical  illustration  of  its  precepts ! 

Among  the  good  works  carried  on,  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  this  Church,  I  desire  to  bespeak  an 
increased  interest  on  the  part  of  the  members  of 
the  congregation  in  behalf  of  The  Working- 
Men’s  Club.  We  have  here  an  agency  that  is 
calculated,  if  efficiently  sustained,  to  produce 
blessed  results  in  good  to  the  bodies  and  the 
souls  of  men,  and  of  glory  to  the  name  of  our 
gracious  Master.  ^The  young  men  who  have 
labored  patiently  in  the  carrying  on  of  this 
work  deserve  great  praise.  I  would  earnestly 
ask  the  members  of  the  congregation  to  visit 
the  rooms  of  the  Club,  from  time  to  time,  and 
encourage  this  excellent  institution,  by  their 
cordial  interest,  sympathy  and  support.  It  has 
been  in  operation  only  one  year.  The  results 
have  been  highly  encouraging.  But  its  efficiency 
may  be  increased  unmeasurably,  if  we  give  it 
the  warm  place  in  our  hearts,  which  its  import¬ 
ance  so  justly  demands. 

The  present  report  concludes  the  twelfth  year 
of  my  ministerial  connection  with  this  parish. 
The  Eev.  Dr.  Tyng,  the  first  Rector  of  the 
parish,  resigned  his  connection  in  the  course  of 
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the  eleventh  year  of  his  ministry  here.  His 
successor,  the  Eev.  J.  H.  Fowles,  was  called 
from  earth  to  heaven  before  the  conclusion  of 
his  tenth  year  of  service  And  thus  it  is  seen 
that  the  present  Rector  has  been  connected  with 
the  parish  for  a  longer  period  than  any  of  his 
predecessors.  The  following  statistics  give  the 
results  of  this  twelve  years’  ministry  here,  so  far 
as  any  such  results  can  be  represented  by  figures : 
Baptisms — Infants,  560.  Adults,  90.  Total,  650.
